Park Board Sends 
For Expert To Locate 
10,000,000 Gallons 


“It can’t be true,” says the park 
board. 


“But it is,” says the water de­ 
partment of the village of Arling­ 
ton Heights. 


The park board sent for an ex- 
pert to unravel the mystery as to 
what happened to ten million gal­ 
lons of water between the meter 
and swimming pool. The water de­ 
partment claim to have the answer, 
viz: “a broken five inch water 
main.* 


The park board is admitting 
nothing. 
The only existing evidence is a 
$1200 water bill that the municipal­ 
ity insists must be paid. Since the 
tenth of the month, the usual pen­ 
alty has raided the bill to $1400. 
Ten million gallons is a power­ 
ful lot of water. The large water 
tank holds 500,000 gallons. If 10,- 
000,000 gallons of water went thru 
the meters at the field house, it 
means that the municipality had to 
fill that large tank twenty times, 
which costs a lot of money. 
Mystery Number Two 
A few months ago the village 
magnamiously transferred by deed 
all of the park property within the 
municipality to the park board. 
Today, the village wants one 
tract returned to them, so that it 
can be used for the sinking of a 
new deep well in order to supply 
the water that is needed by the park 
board and other large commercial 
users. Such a request was sent to 
the park board a month ago. 
Clerk A. L. McElhose was in­ 
structed by the village board Mon­ 
day night to find the answer to 
mystery number two — why the 
park board has not returned the 
land or made a reply to the request. 
Is there a Nigger in the wood­ 
pile ? 
For the past few month^, the 
park board has been 
suggesting 
that the municipality be a big 
brother and supply the swimming 
pool with water at no cost to the 
park board. 
The village board has not given 
a definite answer regarding free 
water and the park board has not 
given a definite answer regarding 
the return of that lot. 
Perhaps what is needed is a blitz­ 
krieg by one group or the other.

Dental Clinic Finds 
89 Per t ent of School 
Children Need Care 


The results of the dental program 
launched last fall by the Arlington 
Heights Public Health Committee 
and the local dentists were revealed 
this week in a report by Mrs. Adele 
Pino, community nurse. 
The program reached 799 chil­ 
dren with examinations and provid­ 
ed corrections for the youngsters 
of parents who 
could not afford 
such care. 
The fall dental survey, reaching 
96Cr of the total school enrollment, 
showed that 89% of these children 
were in need of denial care. Five 
or more cavities were found in the 
mouths of 37% of the children. Al­ 
most 83% of the group needed their 
teeth cleaned, and 43% or them had 
one or more cavities. 
A strong dental education pro­ 
gram of taiks, movies, 
displays, 
pamphlets and newspaper articles 
resulted in 55.7% of the children 
securing complete dental care. For 
the 85 children whose parents could 
not provide treatment, a clinic was 
conducted four mornings a week in 
the offices of Dr. Baumann, Dr. 
Bostian, Dr. Hill and Dr. Dunn. 
Seventy-four 
of these children 
completed all dental corrections at 
the clinic. One child came to the 
clinic 14 times; one youngster had 
IO extractions, and another chi-* 
had ll fillings. A total of 17 cor­ 
rections was needed arui given lo 
one youngster. 
The clinic was financed by an ap­ 
propriation 
from 
the 
Arlington 
Heights Public Health Committee, 
and by contributions from the lo­ 
cal dentists, the Nurses* club, the 
Merle Guild American Legion Post, 
Mother’s club and private individu­ 
als. Those parents who could, paid 
twenty-five cents for each dental 
visit.

Camp Reinberg 


Deer Grove Camp 
Becoming Model 
Of Efficiency 


Cook County Board of Commis­ 
sioners this week appropriated $5,- 
000 for a hospital at Camp Rein­ 
berg in Deer Grove. Work on the 
structure will be done with the aid 
of CCC boys and will be started 
early next month. The hospital is 
part of the building plan that was 
prepared by Stanley O’Carroi and 
Mi. Moss two years ago. 
Three 
units of 'five buildings each have 
been completed for the girls camp 
and are being used this year. 


The hospital unit will be built in 
the form of a cross. The main sec­ 
tion wall be 75 feet long and will 
contain waiting and examination 
rooms, dispensary, kitchen, baths. 
At the rear will be the isolation 
ward. Two wards, one each for 
girls and boys, will extend from 
the center of the ma?n building. 
The structure will 
be well con­ 
structed, 
insulated 
and 
strictly 
san itary. 
Temporary buildings of the orig­ 
inal Camp Reinberg 
are being 
gradually replaced by new build­ 
ings which add to the comfort and 
efficiency of the camp. 
With the opening of the new' 
girls camp of cottages, the old girl’s 
dormitory which had accommoda­ 
tions for 150 girls has been remod­ 
eled and divided into two sections 
for junior boys and girls between 
five and eight years of age. Rec­ 
reational rooms are provided for 
each. A new' playground, larger 
than formerly and better equipped, 
is being used exclusively by that 
group. 
Each of the girls cottage groups 
lias a recreation building 20x24 for 
the exclusive use of the 32 girls in 
the particular group. 
There is a piano in every rec­ 
reational room, rugs on the floors, j 
tables and attractive 
curtains at 
tho windows. These rooms serve 
four cottages, which in turn are 
the homes of eight girls, and a sen­ 
ior conselor whose job it is to see 
that all under her charge take part 
in the activities of the camp. 
These buildings have every ac­ 
commodation and while open to the 
weather when it is suitable, slid­ 
ing*' doors can shut off the out­ 
doors. The counselors are nearly 
all college girls, five of them being 
trained in kindergarten work. 
The entire camp, which comprises 
Supt. O’Carrol and a staff of seven­ 
ty-six are proud of the new' station 
wagon, purchased for 
the camp 
from funds saved from last year’s 
appropriation. The station w'agon 
can easily be transformed into an 
ambulance. 
The second 
group of guests 
known as the heart group, are now 
in camp. They came from thirty- 
nine hospitals and clinics and will 
leave Saturday. 
The nightly programs are open 
to the general public. There will 
be no programs the coming Satur­ 
day or Sunday nights.

Plans wTere completed this week 
for the new headquarters building 
ot 
the 
International 
Walther 
League which will be constructed 
on tne near north side next spring. 
The cost of the building, set at 
$68,000, wall be taken from the 
$100,000 Golden Anniversary fund, 
which will be approved and launch­ 
ed at the 48th international con­ 
vention of this 
Lutheran young 
people’s organization, August 25 to 
28, in the Stevens hotel. 
This fund is expected to be raised 
through the 2,500 individual soci­ 
eties by 1943, the year in which 
the 50th anniversary wall be cele­ 
brated. 
The remainder of 
the 
$100,000 will be used for scholar­ 
ships and the training of outstand­ 
ing young persons of the Synodical 
Conference, one of the major Luth­ 
eran bodies. 
The new headquarters building, 
IOO by 60 feet, will be construct­ 
ed of Indiana limestone in Gothic 
style. 
The definite site wrill be 
selected soon. Two stories high, it 
will provide facilities for the staff 
of 25 and also furnish an office 
for the Synodical Conference pres­ 
ident. 
A tower three stories high 
on one side will add to the beauty 
of the building. 
Tentative plans have also been 
drawn for the addition of the third 
floor to house the law department 
of Valparaiso university, Valpar­ 
aiso, Indiana, a Lutheran institu­ 
tion. 
The main floor 
of the building 
will be comprised of a lobby, main 
office, library and conference room, 
display room, general offices, Syn­ 
odical office, auditor’s office, stor­ 
age and shipping room, and a mim­ 
eographing and 
addressing room. 
The second floor will contain six 
large offices and five smaller. 
hor the third floor, the plans in­ 
clude a dean’s office, faculty li­ 
brary, and two large classrooms. 
The present headquarters of the 
Walther League, whose member­ 
ship totals 
nearly one hundred 
thousand Lutheran young people in 
the United States, Canada and oth­ 
er foreign countries, are located in 
a frame structure 
at 6438 South 
Eggleston Avenue, Chicago. w 
'I he staff at headquarters con­ 
sists of the Rev. O. P. Kretzmann, 
executive secretary; W. F. Weiher- 
man, ssistant executive secretary 
in charge of Christian service; Ot­ 
to A. Dom, assistant executive sec­ 
retary in charge of administration; 
the Rev. Thomas Coates, assistant 
to the executive secretary, and 21 
others. Henry Buck, an attorney of 
Kansas City, Missouri, is the pres­ 
ident. 
The international convention of 
the Walther 
League, w'hich was 
transferred to Chicago from Otta­ 
wa, Canada, because of the w’ar de­ 
mands on the Canadian young peo­ 
ple, is expected to attract about 
2,000 from all parts of the United 
States and several foreign coun­ 
tries. 
In addition to the regular ses­ 
sions, the program includes a chor­ 
al union concert, a talent quest, 
a banquet, a lake cruise, and lobby 
sings in the hotel. 
The Northern Illinois district of 
the Walther League, comprised of 
221 societies, is serving as the host 
for the convention, under the chair­ 
manship of Edwin A. Kuecker, 7218
